In the case of the City ot Maysville 
vs. James B. Key, Circuit Clerk, in 
which the city sought to have returned 
to the city treaaury the sum of $1U0 
being the amount ot a tine assessed 
against William EMgar for a violation 
of the prohibition law, which waa ap- 
pealed to CIrotttt Court and tbara paid, 
the state woa yaatarday. 

The city ooataadad tbat laaamuch as 
the tlaa was aaa eased la tba city court 
and tha eltjr waa aOnaad la tba Circuit 
Court <m appeal, tba amount ot tbe fine 
should ba paid lata tba city Treasury. 
The Dlstrtot-Att«97tey and tba County 
Attorney eoateaded tbat tbe tine went 
to tba atate and was distributed in the 
usual Biaimer. Circuit Clerk James B. 
Key, wbo collected the fine, wanted the 
court to determine to which of the two 
contenders he should pay the fine. 

District Attorney Grannis and Coun 
ty Attorney Rees, repre.<;entlng the 
state, filed a demurrer to the city's 
petition and the demurrer waa sus- 
tained with leave to appeal. The city 
will probably carry the ease to the 
court of appeals.

It is not surprising that the President's address to Congrem on 
the merchant marine received cloae attention and was accorded 

hearty applause, for the address presented a number of new view- 
points of the subject, which had hitherto received little or no con- 
sideration. 

For instance, how many h;ui considered the ship bill from this 
viewpoint? "I am not asking your authorization of a new and added 
draft on the Public Treasury ; I am appealing for a program to dimin- 
ish the burden wc arc already licaring." The President then went 
on to show that under Government operation the present merchant 
marine, with 2,250,000 tons activu. is costing $50,000,000 over and 
above receipts to operate. The ship aid bill calls for $30,000,000 
annually to be derived from customs duties. 

How many laymen had considered this factor ? "\N'o are wearing 

out our ships without any pro\'iBion for replacement Only a 

few years of continued losses on capital account will make these 
losses through depreciation alone to exceed the fifty millions a year 
now drawn to cover losses in operation.'" That means the end of 
a marine for which the Democratic AdministMtion naked the Amer- 
ican people more than $3,000,000,000. 

How many had thought of these compatiaonsT "We have aided 
industry through our tariffs ; we have aided railway transportation 
in land grants and loans ; we have aided the construction of market 
roads and the improvement of inland waterways; we have aided 
reclamation and irrigation and the development of water power: 
we have loaned for seed grains in anticipation of harvests. We spend 
millions in investigation and experimentation to promote u common 
benefit, though a limited few are the direct beneficiaries. We have 
loaned hundreds of millions to promote the maitoting of American 
good.s. " AVliy should we not establish and maintain American mar- 
ket highways on the seast Shipping is our one unprotected iudustiy. 

How many knew this of the bill? "Though diifereing in detail, 
it is not more in proportion to tlieir population and eapaeity than 
other great nations have done in aiding the establishment of their 

merchant marines I hope it is seemly to say it, because it must 

be said, the maritime nations of tbe world as in complete accord with 
the opposition here to the pending meaaare." Foreignara woold 
deliver our goods. 

How many had given this a thought? "Congress has created 
by law conditions surrounding labor on .American ships which ship- 
ping men the world over dedare result in higher costs of operation 
nnder our flag. I frankly rejeiee if higher standards of labor on 
American shiii.s ha\e Item established. Merest justice suggests that 
when Congress fixes these standards it is fair to extend Government 
aid in maintaining them until world con^etition is brought to the 
same high level, or until our shipping lines are M finaly establiabed 
that they can face world competition alone." 

IIow many w ei t aware that "the approximate sum of live millions 
annually paid for the transport of ocean mails is no new expend- 
ituref" and that "the loan fund to eneoorage bnfiding ia not new; 
it is the law already enacted by the essential unanimous vote of Con- 
gress? It is only included in the pending bill in order to amend so 
as to assure the exaction of a minimum interest rate b >'the Govern- 
ment, whereas the existing law leaves the grant of building loans to 
any whim of favoritism." 

Here are six new ideas, and there were several mor« while the 
old ones still remain sound. The President's address added ranch to 
pablio nndentanding of the merchant marine praUttBi.
